If the sheep are to be penned and shorn 


in tho barn, let the floor be perfectly clean. 
I think it would be far better to have them 
in the shade of a large tree, say in an or 
chnrd, with a good swart), well mowed and 
cleaned. Let quietness be observed in the 
neighborhood of Ihe pen, that the sheep 
may not be sacred. Handle the sheep 
carefully when you fetch them from the 


pen. 
To turn them up, put your left arm 


around the neck, and with the knee press- 
ed to the sitlo of the ahoop, put your right 
hand over and take hold of the left hind 
leg, and set the sheep on its haunches, ob- 
serving to let it lean forwent, that it may 
bear sufficiently on the hocks to give it an 
easy position. 
If set too far hick, the 


back bone and rump are bruised, which 
causes irritation, anil consequently kick- 


ing. 
Put your feet close to the sheep, with 


one hnmt under the jaw, to hold up Ihe 
head. Take your aheara in lf?c other hand 
and shear a narrow apace down the throat 
to the breast; then with Ihe left hand 
shear the right side. When you have 
shorn the neck, put the head between your 
knees, which will give the sheep a curved 
position, nnd tin- skin will be tight.
